Lord  Morpeth^*  in  his  exposition  (the  style  and  ability  of  which 
merit  great  praise),  admitted,  in  effect,  that  the  stipend  to  a  clcr^* 
man  without  a  communicant,  was  a  breach  of  the  principle  of  the 
resolution  on  which  the  measure  was  grounded — 

**  Now  in  this  parish,  in  which,  an  I  hare  already  said,  there' is  neither 
church  nor  churchmen,  the  cure  of  souk — which,  I  believe,  is  a  correct* 
though  it  seems  rather  a  contradictory  expression — the  cure  of  souls  it  to 
be  committed  to  the  care  of  the  neighbouring  minister,  appointed  by  the 
bishop  at  a  stipend  of  an  additional  51,  per  annum' ;  in  which  case,  1 
tliink,  we  indulgently  depart  from  the  proper  rule,  that  where  there  is  no 
duty  there  shall  be  no  pay.’* 

His  Lordship,  however,  justified  such  an  arrangement  as  an  accom¬ 
modation  to  travellers,  who  will  be  entitled  to  send  for  the  parson ; 
but  we  shall  be  curious  to  know  to  what  extent,  and  in  what  man¬ 
ner,  he  is  to  be  bound  to  answer  such  calls. 

The  number  of  parishes  without  a  single  Protestant  is  no  leas 
than  151.  The  following  official  return  is,  indeed,  in  itself^  the 
roost  irresistible  argument  against  the  Protestant  establishment  in 
Ireland : —

THE  IRISH  CHURCH  PROJECT.  ' 

We  cannot  regard  the  project  for  the  Reform  of  the  Irish 
Church  as  any  thing  better  than  a  palliative,  but  at  the  same  time 
we  are  bound  in  fairness  to  admit  that  present  circumstances  w'ould 
not  allow  of  a  complete  remedy.  t 

The  surrender  of  the  million  lent  to  the  Clergy  is  to  be  considered 
as  one  of  Ure  ugly  groces  of  necessity.  Things  have  been  brought 
into  such  a  state  that  there  was  no  breaking  away  without  a  sacrifice, 
tile  fund  applicable  to  purposes  of  education,  which  will  accrue  from 
the  suspension  of  presentation  to  benefices  where  there  are  not 
more  than  fifty  Protestants,  and  the  reduction'  of  livings  to  3(X)/. 
a-year,  is  calculated  at  about  SOflOOl.  a-year,  but  against  the  gain 
of  thmsnm  is  to  be  set  oif  the  abandonment  of  the  million.  The 
nation  gives  a  million  with  the  one  hand,  and  receives  five  per  cent 
in  savings  with  the  other.  When  the  million  %itis  lent  we  expressed 
our  conviction  that  the  Benefit  of  Clergy  would  be  successfully 
pleaded  against  the  debt,  and  that  it  was  only  given  with  the  worst 
grace'as  a  loan.  If  there  was  any  chance  of  recovery  it  was  cut 
off"  by  the  Tories’  rejection  of  the  Bill  of  last  Session.  The  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Ministry,  however,  is  with  present  circumstances,  and 
on  consideration,, we  do  not  see  bow  they  could  have  taken  any 
other  course  than  they  have  done ;  as  to  the  million,  in  this  sty 
of  things ;  and  further,  if  England  will  saddle  Catholic  Ireland  with 
her  Protestant  Establishment,  it  it  perhaps  well  that  she  should 
smart  for  it  in  her  porse  occasionally. 

The'  roost  faulty  pert  of  the  proposed  measure  is  that  which  re* 
lates  to  relimous  niimsfration  in  parishes  having  one  or  no  Pro¬ 
testant.  We  cannot  but  think  that  the  principle  of  siq  establish¬ 
ment  has,  in  these  instances,  been  carried  ad  nOturdumf  and  in 
contravention  of  thejespUition  of  the  House  on'ihe  7tb  of  April. 

**  Thai  aay  surplus  rureous  of  the  present  Cbureli  Establishment  In 
Ireland,  aot  requii^  for  the  spiritual  care  of  its  members,  be  applied  to 
the  moral  and  religious  education  of  alt  classes  of  the  people.” 

Bearing  in  mind  this  principle,  that  any  surplus  not  required  for 
the  spiritual  care  of  the  members  of  the  Churen  should  be  applied 
to  the  education  of  the  people,  let  the  sketch  of  the  intended 
measure  be  read  which  we  now  quote  from  the  Morning  ChronkUtt-^

rril^oB  of  the  State*  and  establishing  by  his  spiritual  superintendsnoe  tbs 
uaiveraslity  of  the  Protestant  Church  in  Ireland.  In  acknowledgment 
of  that  aulAority,  be  is  to  be  peid  ennually  5/.,  hut  not  ss  a  remuneration 
for  bis  sarviees — serticet,  mdeed,  there  are  none  to  perform.  Should, 
howavtr,  a  eedhary  Roman  CathoKe  In  that  parish  become  a  convart  to 
Protestantism,  the  payment  of  the  five  pounds  otasnsi  aadetthera  separata 
cury  will  at  once  be  appointed,  or  the  minister  of  some  adjoining  parish 
wttt'  ha  paid,  in  addition  to  hie  other  amoluments,  a  stipe^  from  tan  to 
fifty  pounds  a  year,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
ffllssioneta,  for  attending  the  spiritual  wants  of  tbst  Individual  member  of 
the  Protestant  communkm.  But  tha  whole  question  of  the  amount  of 
remuneration  to  tha  curates  it  one  of  detail,  and  may  undergo  ftirthcr 
consideration  when  the  bill  is  in  committee.  Nay  more,  the  phm  proi- 
prosed  by  the  Government  takes  eare  that  for  the  convenience  cf 
eingle  J^oteetant,  tome  suitable  piace  ofdMne  ttorthip  shall  be  prodded 
umkin  bit  own  parish,'* 

A  place  of  worship  to  fit  a  aiogle  ProtestanL  would,  we  conceive, 
be  a  chapel  about  tire  oae  of  a  aentry-box.  Certain  it  is,  that  for 
good  Proteiunt  minrstmtion,  one  should  to  to  Catholic  Ireland 
un^  this  ^11,  for  there  are  many  parts  or  England  and  Walei  in 
which  there  is  no  very  ready  access  to  religious  instruction  ;  but  a 
saltier  in  a  Catholic  district  Vill  have  his  own  chaplain  to  attend 
him,  and  his  own  church — altogether  that  sort  of  exclusive  thing  so 
ameable  to  the  tastes  of  our  countrymen.  Bui  let  us  suppose 
the  case  of  a  circle  of  parishes  without  Protestants,  how  then  b 
the  plaa  of  mtaistratlon  to  work  lb  fiivour  of  a  single  churchman  in 
the  centre  ?

The  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Ecolesbstical  ComrobslonerB 
cannot  generally  be  supposed  to  have  any  very  strong  vocation  to 
Church  Reform.  The  Chromcle  obierves  for  instance-—

that  the  Bill  will  cociuln  no  compulsory  enasiment  whalevsr  on  ths  tu^

situation  of  the  Church  Establishment  in  to  find 

a  Titus  in  the  Commons  of  England,)  that  «re||l^  ttoid  notic¬ 
ing  them.  »  ‘ 

“  Templum^'  he  begins,  “  %n  modum  ordiK^*  %  in  form 

of  a  fortress ;  a  picture  of  the  Church  ia  Ireland  ia  four  words  ! 

*  In  modum  arati'* — there  you  have  the  constabulatory  force,  and 
the  standing  army ;  there  you  have  the  sally  of  Archdeacon  Ryder, 
and  the  action  of  Rathcormack ;  the  tem(lle  of  Mammon  resem¬ 
bles  the  temple  of  Mars,  a  military  post,  or  a  robber’s  fastness.  ^ 
Following  up  his  first  observation,  the  historian  sara,  “  Pntvide^ 
mtU  conditorei,  ex  diversitate  morum,  crebra  hellaP  The  creed  of  the 
Church  differing  from  the  creed  of  the  country,  the  founders  of  the 
former  foresaw,  (it  required  no  large  gift  of  prophecy,)  a  frequent 
recurrence  of  armed  struggles  between  the  nation  and  its  sacred 
spoilers.  Hence  the  warlike  attitude  in  which  they  placed  the 
institution :  it  was  a  point  of  generalship :  they  had  no  alternative 
but  to  abandon  the  country,  or  hold  it  by  military  occupation. 

The  great  Annalist  proceeds :  “  Pervicacigsimut  guisgue 

iUue  ptrfugeraty*  which,  rendered  into  English,  signifies  a  place  of 
refuge  for  abandoned  characters.  If  there  was  any  Toryism,  or 
Orangeism,  in  Jerusalem  in  those  da^s,  the  temple  was  its  head¬ 
quarters,  just  as  the  Establishment  is  in  Ireland  at  the  present 
moment.  “  Eogue  tediliosiut  ugebant another  striking  similarity. 
Faction  behind  the  trenches  of  the  altar,  was  doubly  factious.  So 
it  is  in  the  modern  instance ; — would  you  humble  the  crest  of  the 
Orangeman  ?  Pull  the  ecclesiastical  abuses  down  about  his  ears. 

Turning  over  a* few  pages,  we  find,  in  the  elegant  supplement  (the 
work  of  Gabriel  Brotier)  to  the  fifth  book  of  the  Hiitortes,  one  or 
two  more  passages,  of  no  less  apt  application  to  our  Church  mili¬ 
tant,  than  those  already  cited. 

“  //«!  inter  ruinat** — (the  rest  of  the  city  was  now  almost  a  heap 
of  rubbish) — “  Hat  inter  ruinas  patuit  magnifica  templi  facies*' 
How  typical  is  this  of  the  present  state  of  things  in  Ireland  I — the 
country  on  the  edge  of  ruin — the  Church  like  the  temple,  rearing 
Its  gorgeous  mass  in  the  waste,  and  affronting  with  his  splendor  the 
general  desolation. 

Now,  note  what  follows: — there  was  a  council  of  war;  Titus  was 
for  saving  the  temple ;  some  of  his  generals,  however,  had  more 
wisdom ;  they  gave  this  excellent  advice.  “  Alii  censeimnt  jure 
beiii  utendum."  And  let  the  reasons  be  well  observed.  “  Judeeis 
fore  vontumaciam,  dum  staret  id  monumentum,"  The  Orangemen 
cat!  Pnly  be  quelled  by  reducing  the  Establishment.  And  again, 
**  solo  ejf^s  cxcidio,  pad  satis  consuli,"  Peace  is  only  attainable  by 
abaiting  the  nuisance.  And  a  few  lines  lower  down,  **jam  enim 
non  sedetn  numif^s,  sed  belli  arcem  esse" — the  very  reply  to  the  Con¬ 
servative’s  objection  of  impiety,  sacrilege,  attack  on  Protestantism, 
and  the  rest  of  the  clamours,  “  Non  seaem  numiniSt  sed  belli  arcem** 
The  Church  in  Ireland,  with  its  unapostolic  wealth  and  magnifi¬ 
cence,  is  the  seat  of  no  divinity;  it  is  nothing  but  a  fort,  or  barrack; 
if  a  shrine  at  all,  it  is  sacred  to  discord,  and  there  is  no  impiety 
except  in  shewing  it  mercy. 

Another  particular  noted  is  the  following:  how  exactly  runs  the 
parallel  1 

**  Templi  atrium  exundat  sanguine  /  ’’—the  blood  of  the  sons  of 
the  widow'  Ryan !  Nay  more,  “  circum  altars,  in  templi  gradibus 
cades  innumera**  Blood  on  the  very  altar.  So  it  was  in  the^  last 
days  of  the  Jewish  temple;  so  is  it  in  the  last  days  of  spiritual 
sinecures  in  Ireland,  for  those  days  are  at  hand:— 

•*  Venit  summa  dies  et  ineluctabile  tempos !  ” 

One  more  quotation,  and  a  brief  one:— 

**  Dum  templo  ita  invigilabat  dementia  Romana,  in  ejus  ruinam 
prsscipi-es  Judaos  agit  furor. 

And  how  long  has  not  clemency— and  Roman  clemency  too — 
been  extended  to  this  establishment  ?  What  is  the  force  that  pushes 
it  headlong?  Titus  would  have  spared  the  temple;  but  ** pra» 
cipites  JuddBos  agit  furor**  The  Churchmen,  in  like  manner,  press 
forward  the  ruin  of  their  order.  Here,  at  least,  the  hand  of  God  is 
visible  in  their  actions. 

**  Among  them  he  a  tpirii  of  phrensy  sent, 

Who  hart  their  minds, 

And  urged  them  on,  with  mad  desire. 

To  call  for  their  destroyer. 

They,  oaty  .et  on  sport  and  play, 

Unweetingly  importuned 

Their  own  dentructioo  to  come  speedy  on  them.*  ” 

THE  RIGHT  SPIRIT. 

Sir  John  Hobhoute  baa  lately  taken  a  part  in  the  debatae 
becoming  hit  present  atalion  and  his  pristine  reputation.  A 
domestic  calamity  muit  have  kept  him  in  the  background  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  aetaion ;  but  he  it  now  throwing  himself  into 
the  front  of  the  battle,  with  a  freahneat,  a  vigour,  and  spirit  which 
Jbafir  greatly  served  the  Ministerial  party  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
JBd  gmified  the  friends  of  the  just  cauee.  We  know  not  what 
the  acrivity  ci  Sir  John  Hobhouse’s  mind,  but  if  it  cor- 
with  his  other  powers  and  accomplishments,  he  is  emb 
= fl^ified  fbr  that  work  which  we  so  much  need  in  a  leader 
Mitinn  of  sound  principles  in  a  spirit  worthy 
is  not  enMigk  to  ba  drily  rigbt—**  coldly  oomcti” 


anmeihkig  more  is  wanting  to  throws  light  around  the  triumph  of 
reason — ^to  warm  the  sympathies,  and  make  men  exult  intS 
vindication  of  truth  and  justice.  The  spirit  of  the  country  mi^ 
be  fed,  and  we  observe  the  right  pabulum  for  it  in  the  rec^ 
speeches  to  which  we  refer.  What  can  be  better,  for  instance^ 
than  the  subjoined  passage,  in  defence  of  the  revocation  of  Loh 
Heytesbury’s  appointment.  ^  The  principles  sUted  in  so  manly  and 
lofty  a  spirit  are  the  principles  which,  if  steadily  acted  on  will 
conduce  equally  to  the  best  serrice  of  the  public  and  the  honour 
and  stability  of  the  Government : — 

**  The  only  question  in  this  case  was,  that  we  had  no  confidence  in  Lord 
Heytesbury,  and  no  arguments  of  the  Court  of  Directors  could  have  per¬ 
suaded  us  to  have  confidence  in  him.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  was  not  aware 
that  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  trespass  any  further  on  the  attention  of 
the  House.  Certainly  the  King’s  Government  might  have  taken  a  differ- 
ent  course,  and  might  have  shrunk  from  the  responsibility  of  appointinff  a 
person  to  this  high  office.  By  doing  so  they  might  have  conciliated  thdr 
political  opponents  under  the  mask  of  candour ;  and  might  have  taken 
credit  for  forbearance,  but  which,  when  the  truth  came  to  be  told,  would 
only  have  been  imputed — and  fairly  imputed — to  the  fear  of  giving  offence. 
(Hear.)  By  so  doing  he  had  no  doubt  they  might  have  gained  a  little 
temporary  and  insincere  applause  from  those  who  were  their  constant  and 
conscientious  opponents ;  but  they  would  at  the  same  time  have  incurred 
— and  fairly  have  incurred — the  censure  of  their  warmest  friends  and  con- 
fidants.  (Ministerial  cheers.)  But  this  course  be  thought  would  have 
been  unworthy  of  any  Administration  at  any  time;  but  in  these  timet  he 
thought  it  would  be  peculiarly  so ;  because  it  appeared  to  him  that  for 
men  engaged  in  a  very  great  and  perilous,  and  he  trusted  also  honourable, 
enterprise,  to  del^ate  duties  of  tlic  highest  importance  to  any  but  men 
who  had  not  only  a  political,  but  a  personal  attachment  to  them,  was  a  fee* 
bleness  not  only  foolish,  but  fatal.  (  Cheers. )  That  was  his  conscientious 
opinion ;  for  after  having  yielded  (as  had  been  formerly  the  case)  at  the  out¬ 
set  of  the  grand  struggle  in  which  they  had  engaged,  to  difficulties  of  tb«r 
own  creation,  in  a  manner  not  only  injurious  to  their  interests,  but  also  to 
their  character,  they  would,  in  all  probability,  have  dropt  from  conces¬ 
sion  to  concession,  until  at  last,  after  losing  every  remnant,  not  only  of 
power,  but  of  character,  they  would  have  fallen,  and  deservedly  fallen, 
under  the  bitter  scorn  of  their  enemies,  and  thecontemptuouspity  of  their 

friends.  For  himself — he  knew  not  what  other  gentlemen  might  feel _ 

he  would  sooner  fail  in  an  honest  enterprise,  surrounded  by  sincere  and 
ardent  friends,  than  owe  a  precarious  success  to  the  cold  co-operation  of 
persons  who  were  at  the  best  but  doubtful  and  mistrustful  allies  (cheers) ; 
and  he  must  take  the  liberty  of  adding,  that  he  could  rather  console  him¬ 
self  under  defeat  with  the  one,  than  he  could  reconcile  himself  to  victory 
with  the  other.  (Cheers.)  These  principles  of  Government,  if  they  be 
correct  at  any  time,  are  peculiarly  correct  at  this  particular  time ;  and  he 
thought  that  amongst  many  things  worthy  of  notice,  and  which  would 
descend  in  the  page  of  history  to  posterity,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  the 
right  honourable  baronet  who  was  lately  at  the  bead  of  his  Mijesty’s  Go¬ 
vernment,  was  the  declaration  of  that  sentiment  in  which  he  dMlared  and 
upheld  the  necessity  of  a  cordial  attachment  between  men  leagued  t(^ 
ther  for  a  good  purpose,  and  in  which  he  overthrew  that  miserable  pre¬ 
tence  of  consulting  *  measures  and  not  men.*  (  Cheers. )  He  trusted  that  the 
present  Government  would  act  upon  that  principle.  He  trusted,  that 
having  commenced  by  this  step  (which,  he  admitted,  did  seem  to  be  a 
hardship,  for  he  own^  that  that  was  his  first  objection  to  ity  and  that  he 
felt  that  it  looked  as  if  partaking  something  of  personality  and  of  political 
animosity  ;  but,  feeling  the  necessity  of  acting  upon  this,  to  him  incon¬ 
trovertible  principle,  be  trusted  that)  the  Government,  with  which  he  had 
the  honour  now  to  be  connected,  would  persevere  in  it,  and  that  whenever 
they  were  imperiously  called  upon  to  do  so,  they  would  act  in  strict  con¬ 
formity  with  the  principle  upon  which  he  had  now  justified  Lord  Heytet- 
bury’s  supercession.  He  was  quite  sure  that  by  so  acting  they  would  be 
supported,  not  only  as  far  as  the  authority  of  Parliament  went,  but  would 
be  backed  by  their  own  consciences  as  well  as  by  the  approving  voice  of 
their  country.  (Cheers.)** 

PROGRESS  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  REFORM  BILL. 

The  Municipal  Reform  Bill  has  made  progress,  and  the  efforts  to 
improve  it  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  damage  it  on  the  other,  have 
been  equally  unsuccessful. 

Sir  Robert  Peel’s  amendment,  requiring  a  property  qualification 
of  Town  Councillors,  was  ably  resisted  by  Sir  John  Hobbouie, 
who  observed  on  the  futility  of  property  qualifications  as  a  test  of 
respectability  or  responsibility,  and  grounded  his  reliance  on  thp 
intelligence  of  the  electoral  body,  and  on  the  removability  of  the 
Municipal  Representatives  in  tne  event  of  an  erroneous  choice. 
He  well  said,  that, 

“  In  founding  a  great  measure  of  this  description  on  a  popular  he^  It 
was  better  to  carry  out  the  principle  to  the  full,  if  it  were  beneficial  at 
all.  And  If  it  were  beneficial  in  this  instance,  he  saw  no  reason  whatever 
why,  in  this  particular,  they  should  depart  from  it.** 

The  ameudmeot  was  negatived  by  267  against  204.  Lord  Stanley 
then  proposed  that  the  election  of  the  Town  Council  should  be  for 
six  years  instead  of  three,  the  effect  of  which  would,  of  course* 
have  been  fatal  to  the  desirable  responsibility  |  and  this  fine  amend¬ 
ment  was  also  negatived  by  220  to  176. 

Thus  far  the  attempts  of  those  who  would  have  damaged  the  Bill 
were  defeated  by  the  united  Whigs  and  Radicals  i  but  the  Ministry* 
supported  by  the  Tories,  made  its  stand  against  the  improvements 
proposed  by  undoubted  friends  of  the  measure. 

Mr  C.  Duller  moved  an  amendment  that  the  election  should  be 
for  one  year  instead  of  the  triennial  term,  with  the  partial  aaoual 
election ;  and  the  example  of  the  Common  Council,  rtferrid  to  by 
Mr  Grote,  was  certainly  sufficient  practical  proof  oi  the  safety  ^ 
conveoiecce  of  the  proposed  system ;  but  Lord  JohaBaiMlII 
aiguiued  his  hosulity  to  the  aoiendmenty  it  Wta  fRrild|aw% 
could  not  have  been  praised  to  any  good  puipoap  ipMH  MR 
wh^jniog  minority. 
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Mr  Ofote  then  propo^  that  a  discretionary  power  should  be 
tfifeo  to  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  Town  Council,  to 
direct  the  votes  to  be  taken  by  ballot.  This  provision  was  copied, 
as  Mr  Grote  stated,  from  Sir  John  Hobhouse’s  Vestry  Act ;  and 
^  Warburton  having  remarked  that  the  ballot  had  b^n  adopted 
in  several  parishes  in  London  according  to  the  discretion  so  allowed, 
Sir  John  Hobhouse  denied  the  fact.  Now,  the  truth  is  that  the 
ballot  has  been  adopted  in  Marylebone ;  but  supposing  for  a  mo* 
ment  that  it  had  not  been  adopted  in  any  parish,  the  fact  would 
have  only  proved  that  the  discretionary  power  could  be  conveyed 
without  tempting  people  to  a  change  for  which  they  did  not  feel  a 
pressing  necessity.  The  very  evidence  of  the  safety  of  the  provi- 
mon  was,  however,  quoted  as  if  it  told  against  it.  Sir  John  Hob* 
house,  in  this  instance,  seems  to  us  to  have  deviated  from  the  high 
ground  of  principle  and  consistency,  which  we  have  i^oiced  to  see 
Kim  maintaining.  The  provision,  safe  and  good  in  his  Vestry  Act, 
could  not  be  less  safe  and  good  in  the  Municipal  Reform  Bill,  and 
he  did  not  attempt  to  show  that  there  would  be  any  difference  in 
the  effect  of  it  in  the  latter  case.  If  the  secret  suffrage  had  been 
unnecessarily  resorted  to  from  the  love  of  innovation,  he  might 
have  had  some  reason  for  renouncing  his  own  experiment,  but  the 
worst  that  he  could  allege  was,  in  substance,  that  the  discretionary 
power  was  so  safe  that  it  had  never  been  exercised.  Neither  the 
miscarriage  of  the  ballot,  nor  the  needless  recourse  to  it,  could  be 
instanced. 

In  deference  to  the  general  wish  that  the  amendment  should 
not  be  pressed  against  Ministers,  it  was  withdrawn  by  Mr  Grote. 

Taking  the  good  which  the  Ministry  offers  in  this  bill,  we  will  not 
quarrel  with  them  for  not  making  it  better ;  but  we  do  with  that 
the  part  of  discountenancing  the  provision  for  the  ballot  had  been  per¬ 
formed  by  some  other  member  than  Sir  John  Hobhouse.  For 
the  rest,  we  suppose  we  roust  compound  for  the  resistance  to  the 
improvement  of  the  measure,  so  that  the  same  resolute  stand  is 
made  against  the  attempts  to  impair  it. 

The  division  of  boroughs  into  wards  is  to  be  watched  with  great 
suspicion.  It  is  true  that  by  such  division  the  minority  may  pro¬ 
cure  a  representation,  and  it  is  also  true  that  the  division  may  be  so 
contrived  as  to  give  to  the  minority  the  majority  of  representatives. 

In  large  towns  we  admit  that  there  must  be  some  division  into 
wards,  but  the  wards  should  not  be  many;  and  by  reducing  the 
oumb^of  Town  Councillors,  the  occasion  for  the  division  in  towards 
would,  in  the  same  proportion,  be  diminished.  One  fault  generates 
another.  The  unnecessary  and  detrimental  number  of  Town  Coun¬ 
cillors  proposed,  has  seemed  to  require  the  extension  of  the  system 
of  division  into  wards,  as  electors  cannot  be  supposed  to  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  qualifications  of  so  many  candidates,  and  would 
be  likely  to  vote  for  lists  including  a  great  number  unknown  to  them, 
together  with  some  of  their  choice:  but,  by  lowering  the  number  of 
the  Council,  this  evil  is  to  a  considerable  degree  avoided,  and  the 
eomposttion,  efficiency,  and  responsibility  of  the  Council  will  also 
be  improved.  The  smaller  the  number  of  representatives,  the  fewer 
divisions  into  wards  will  be  necessary,  and  the  larger  will  be  the 
constituent  bodies.

Lord  John  Russell  has  volunteered  the  following  judgment  upon

**  That  the  conduct  of  the  military  at  Wolverhampton  was  marked  by 
the  most  commendable  forl>earance  and  correct  judgment.  (Cheers.)  Hq 
did  not  pretend  to  &ay  that  there  might  not  have  been  one  or  two  instances 
of  individual  soldiers  not  having  act^  under  that  complete  controul  which 
distinguished  the  whole  body,  and  this  he  expressed  only  as  a  matter  of 
doubt ;  but  he  felt  satisBed  that  on  reading  the  evidence,  it  would  be 
found  that  the  soldiers  in  general,  and  their  commanding  officers,  had,  in 
the  performance  of  a  painful  duty,  to  support  the  civil  power,  and  prevent 
the  interruption  of  the  tranquillity  of  the  town,  and  injury  to  life  and  pro* 
perty,  exercised  a  most  laudable  forbearance  towards  those  against  whom 
they  were  called  upon  to  act.** 

Upon  this  Mr  Villiers  very  properly  observed,  that  before  to 
confident  an  opinion  was  expressed  upon  the  evidence  just  laid 
before  the  House,  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory  if  time  had 
been  allowed  for  Members  to  read  (he  evidence  and  judge  for  them¬ 
selves;  and  Mr  Villiers  added,  that  for  himself,  he  had  not  had  the 
opportunity  of  knowing  how  far  the  opinion  of  Lord  John  Russell 
was  borne  out  by  the  evidence  he  had  just  submitted  to  the  House  ; 
but  from  the  evidence  as  yet  before  the  public,  he  thought  the 
terms  '*  laudable  forbearance"  did  not  quite  apply  to  the  conduct  oC 
the  soldiers.

LORD  DURHAM’S  EMBASSY  TO  RUSSIA. 


In  our  last  number  we  observed  upon  the  appointment  of  Lord 
Durham  to  the  Embassy  to  Russia,  that  it  would  be  far  more  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  public  to  see  Lord  Durham’s  spirit  and  influence 
invigorating  the  Ministry  at  home ;  but  we  feel  that  the  present 
arrangement  has  advantages  which  are  not  to  be  underrated,  and 
which  are  regarded  with  much  satisfaction  by  the  country.  Never 
was  the  representation  of  England  at  the  Court  of  Russia  more 
important  than  at  this  juncture,  and  the  appointment  of  Lord  Dur¬ 
ham  gives  the  stamp  to  our  foreign  policy,  and  ensures  the  exercise 
of  the  most  generous  influences,  and  of  the  most  anxious  and  vigi¬ 
lant  championship  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  nations.  No  man 
knows  better  than  Lord  Durham  the  interests  and  resources  of 
England,  in  all  their  extent ;  no  man  can  better  interpret  her 
liberal  policy ;  no  man  can  better  assert  her  loflv  purposes,  or  more 
firmly  and  calmly  define  the  limits  of  her  forliearancet.  Lord 
Durham’s  leading  characteristic  u  the  union  of  power  of  reasoning 
with  strength  or  will,  and  he  keeps  to  his  point,  and  gives  the 
soundest  arguments  for  maintaining  it.  The  frankness  and  dignified 
rimplicity  of  his  manner  are  the  exact  opposite  to  the  hacknied 
diplomatic  department,  and  powerfully  second  the  impression  pro¬ 
duced  by  his  solidity  of  mind.  Wc  reckon  on  great  good  ftom  this 
appointment,  and  highly  creditable  it  is  to  the  ministry.

These  are  two  of  the  most  delightful  books  in  the  world.  Thof 
have  been  out  of  print  for  many  years,  and  we  welcome  their  re* 
publication  with  pleasure  and  gratitude. 

The  Dramatic  Specimens,  however,  are  more  than  a  repubKcetlon. 
The  extracts  which  Mr  Lamb  made  from  the  Garrick  Plays  in  later 
life,  are  now  for  the  first  time  added  to  them,  with  notes  which  art 
in  every  way  worthy  of  this  profoundest  critic  of  our  time.  He  waa 
wont  to  call  these  mere  after  gleanings  to  his  original  work«  Ui| 
they  indicate  a  harvest  as  rich  as  the  first  he  gathered  in. 

When  Mr  Lamb  published  his  Dramatic  Specimens,  nearly  thirty 
years  ago,  they  came  upon  the  world  as  a  discovery.  No  one  had 
the  remotest  notion  that  such  a  mine  of  wealth  could  have  ex¬ 
isted  so  long — unsuspected  or  forgotten.  One  or  two  might  ba 
found,  indeed,  before  that  time,  who,  in  the  way  of  literary  cour¬ 
tesy  and  enlargement  of  taste,  would  deal  forth  an  occasional 
word  of  patronage  to  the  "vein  of  thought,"  somewhat  "fkn- 
tastical,  but  striking,’*  that  existed  among  writers  who  lived 
when  Shakspeare  lived.  But  that  was  all.  Their  writings 
had  passed  into  oblivion,  and  their  names  were  not  worth  recovery. 
**  How  loved,  how  honoured  once,  availed  them  not  !*’  But  Mr 
Lamb's  Specimens  appeared — and  the  names  of  Marlow,  Dtckar, 
Middleton,  Chapman,  Heywood,  Webster,  Marston,  Rowley,  and 
Ford,  at  once  sprang  up  into  a  glorious  constellation  in  the  highest 
heaven  of  poetry !  They  took  their  positions  at  once,  as  when  they 
lived,  near  ShakHpeare— they  closed  him  round  at  once,  and  have 
ever  since  moved,  a  mighty  phalanx  of  kindred  spirits,  in  the  same 
glorious  orbit  with  him  of  Avon. 

This,  we  say,  was  emphatically  Mr  Lamb’s  doing.  We  here  ell 
been  very  busy  since  with  our  offerings  of  admiration  and  love,  and 
editions  have  been  multiplied  upon  editions,  but  to  him  slone 
belongs  the  credit  of  the  discovery,  and  his  name  will  be  found 
along  with  theirs  in  remote  time.  Charles  Lamb  belongs  to  tb# 
Elissbethan  Era  at  much  as  Heywood  or  Ford. 

It  it  a  striking  illustration  of  what  we  have  been  saying,  that  enaal 
of  the  writers  whose  plays  are  quoted  in  the  more  recent  odditioae 
to  the  specimens  (now  collected  for  the  first  time),  are  yet  almoet 
unknown !  What  has  been  doing  at  Mr  Lamb’s  instance  for  the 
lest  twenty  years  with  Webster,  Ford,  Marlow,  and  others^musl 
now  be  done  again,  and  again  under  his  inetn^cioo,  for  Davenport, 
Day,  Fountain,  Porter,  and  others  1  This  it  ie,  to  be  indeed  a  dia- 
eoverer  in  poetry.

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FINE  ARTS. 

In  every  profession,  and  department  of  the  arts,  there  is  a 
class  of  professors  who  are  termed  respectable’*— and  where  these 
are  least  **  tolerable  and  to  be  endured,”  we  hold  to  be  among 
painters.  In  painting,  more  than  in  any  of  the  arts,  we  requires 
certain  gutio,  which  is  utterly  beyond  their  reach.  All  they  can  do 
is  never  to  risk  a  failure  by  never  making  an  efibrt,  and  to  Keep  on 
the  safe  side  of  custom  a^  decorum,  by  never  attempting  an  im¬ 
proper  liberty  with  their  colours.  They  have  not  genius  or  spirit 
to  do  either  well  or  ill.  They  may  be  compared  on  their  canviM 
(as  tlie  **  respectable  actor”  has  been)  to  what  a  pretty  woman  is  in 
private  life,  who  trusts  to  her  outward  attractions,  and  does  not  com¬ 
mit  her  taste  or  understanding  by  hazardous  attempts  to  shine  in 
conversation.  What  abundant  specimens  of  this  sort  we  have  at 
present,  and  what  the  **  outward  attractions”  they  rely  on,  the  walls 
of  the  exhibition  at  Somerset  House  bear  witness.  With  some  rare 
exceptions,  which  we  mentioned  on  a  previous  occasion,  they  are 
hung  with  nothing  else.  A  vast  number  of  “pretty  pictures”  there 
are,  and  (we  will  not  dispute)  a  surprising  deal  of  “  truth  of  imita¬ 
tion” — but  how  little  of  tm  which  raises  high  art  above  the  common 
or  mechanical,  in  beautj^  and  grandeur  of  subject,  in  the  combii^ 
tion  of  the  power  of  imitating  human  interests  passions^  with 
the  power  of  imitating  external  nature,  lliey  are  to  look  at  with 
the  eye  only.  There  is  nothing  in  the  impression  they  moke  on  one 
sense  to  excite  by  affinity  those  of  another.  We  view  tbeoi,  nnd 
move  away,  and  find  we  have  forgotten  them  !

ChsrWs 
Mathews  was  the  son  of  a  bookseller,  at  No.  18  Strand,  where  he  was  bom  on 
the  28th  of  June,  177&  He  would  therefore  have  attained  his  MKb  year  hsd 
he  lived  a  day  longer.  Mr  Mathews  was  apprenticed  to  his  father,  Iwt  at  aa 
early  period  he  imbibed  a  prelection  for  the  sock  and  buskin,  and  hb  first 
attempt  before  an  English  aijdience  was  made  at  the  Richmond  theatre,  where 
he  played  Richmond  in  Rickard  the  Third.  He,  however,  soon  abandoned 
Melpomene  for  Thalia,  and  his.firat  engagement  was  at  Dublin,  where  he  ap. 
pearw  in  bis  favourite  part  of  Lingo,  in  the  AgrteaUt  Survrtse.  He  aft^ 
wards  joined  the  York  company,  under  the  noted  Tate  Wilkmaon.

Upon  the  best  joke  the 
comoton  remark  b,  **  that  b  very  good,  but  it  is  odd  that  it  never 
occurred  before.”  The  same  observation  was  made  upon  tbe 
p^liaricies  of  character  as  they  were  drawn  oiit  by  M^ews,

^nailed  fame  in  that  department  of  Iwter*.  Aa  in  poetry,  ao  m 
^ticiam,  he  i»  a  discorerer.  He  telli  you  a  uun^  of  ihinga  of 
which  you  had  no  previous  notion.  Througb  sum  wonders  and 
beauties  as  these  volumes  contain,  be  b  tbe  most  delightful  of 
guides.  He  uever  disturbs  their  influence  by  dffidons  interference, 
or  overstrained  invitations.  His  more  intimate  knowledge  only 
adds  to  the  simplicity  of  Hb  zeal. 

We  shall  give  a  specimen  or  two  of  these  new  criticbms.  The 
following  b  highly  characteristic.  It  b  from  the  note  to  Heniy 
Porter’s  “  Two  Angry  Women  of  Abingdon.”  The  spirit  of  it  is 
surely  the  very  reverse  of  “  detracting.”  Dur  admiration  of  his 
contemporaries  only  increases  and  confirms  our  sense  of  the  genius 
of  Shakspeare,  who  can  overiook,  and  still  command  posterity, 
from  among  such  a  brood  of  intellectual  gbnts. 

**  The  pleasant  comedy,  from  whbh  these  extraoU  arc  token,  b  ooatem- 
porary  with  some  of  tbe  earliest  of  Shakspeare’s,  and  b  no  whit  inforior 
to  either  tbe  Coenedg  of  Errors,  or  the  Taming  of  Ike  Shrew,  for  instance. 
It  b  full  of  business,  humour,  and  merry  malice.  lie  night-scenes  are 
peculiarly  sprightly  and  wakeful.  The  versification  uneneumbered,  and 
rich  with  compound  epithets.  Why  do  we  go  on  with  ever  new  editions 
of  Ford,  end  Massinger,  and  the  thrice  reprinted  selections  of  Dodsley  ? 
whst  we  want  is  as  msny  vobunes  more,  as  these  Utter  eonsbt  oL  filled 
with  ptsys  (such  es  this),  of  which  we  know  oorapeiattvely  nothing.  Not 
e  third  of  the  treasures^  old  English  drametic  literature  has  been  ex¬ 
hausted.  Are  we  afraid  that  the  genius  of  Shakqieare  would  suffer  in 
our  estimate  by  the  disclosure  ?  He  would  indeed  be  somewhat  Ussened 
as  e  miraele  and  a  prodigy.  But  he  would  lose  no  height  by  the  confes¬ 
sion.  When  a  giant  b  shown  to  us,  does  it  detract  from  the  curiosity  to 
be  told  thst  be  has  at  home  a  gigantb  brood  of  brethren,  less  only  than 
himmlf  ?  Along  with  biro,  not  from  him,  sprang  up  the  race  of  mighty 
dramatists*  who;  compared  with  tbe  Otways  and  Rowes  that  followed, 
were  as  Miltons  to  a  Young  or  an  Akenside.  That  he  was  their  elder 
brother,  not  their  parent,  b  evident  from  the  fact  of  the  very  few  direct 
imitations  of  him  to  be  found  in  their  writing.  'Webster,  Decker,  Hey- 
wood,  and  tbe  rest  of  hb  great  contemporaries,  went  on  their  own  ways, 
and  followed  their  individual  impulses,  not  blindly  prescribing  to*  them- 
selves  hU  tract.  Marlowe,  the  true  (though  imperfect)  father  of  our  tra- 
gedy,  preceded  him.  The  comedy  of  Fletcher  b  essentially  unlike  to  that 
of  his.  *Tis  out  of  DO  detracting  spirit  that  I  .speak  thus,  for  the  pbys  of 
Shakspeare  have  been  the  strongest  and  the  sweetest  food  of  my  mind 
from  infancy ;  but  I  resent  the  comparative  obscurity  in  which  some  of 
bit  most  valuable  co  •operators  remain,  who  were  his  dear  intimates,  his 
stage  and  his  cliamber-fellows  while  he  lived,  and  to  whom  his  gentle 
spirit  doubtlessly  then  awarded  the  full  portion  of  their  genius,  as  from 
them  toward  himself  appears  to  have  been  no  grudging  of  his  acknow¬ 
ledged  excellence." 

Equally  characteristic  of  Mr  Lamb’s  fine  nature  b  the  following 
,*?qention  of  Hey  wood ; — 

M  If  I  were  to  be  consulted  as  to  a  reprint  of  ouc  old  English  dramatUts, 
I  should  advise  to  begin  with  the  collected  plays  of  Ileywood.  ,  He.  was 
a  follow  ector,  and  follow  dramatist,  with  Shakspeare.  He  possessed  not 
the  imagination  of  the  latter  ;  but  in  all  those  qualities  which  gained  for 
Shakspeare  tbe  attribute  of  gentle,  ho  was  not  inferior  to  him.  Genero- 
eity.  courtesy*  temperance  in  tbe  depths  of  passion  ;  sweetnesa,  in  a  wordy 
and*  gentbness ;  Chrbtianiim;  and  true  hearty  Anglicism  of  feelings, 
shaping  that  ^Hiristbnism ;  shine  throughout  liis  beautiful  writings  in  a 
manner  more  eonspbuous  than  in  those  of  Shakspeare,  but  only  more 
eootpicuous,  ioasmuch  as  in  Heywood  these  qualities  are  primary,  in  the 
other  eubordinate  to  poetry.  I  love  them  both  equally,  but  Shakspeare 
has  roost  of  roy  wonder.  Heywood  should  be  known  to  hb  countrymen, 
as  ha  deserves.  Hb  plots  are  almost  invariably  English.  I  am  some- 
limes  jealous  that  Shakspeare  laid  so  few  of  hb  scenes  at  home.  1  laud 
Ben  Jonton,  for  that  in  one  instance  having  framed  the  first  draught  of 
hb  Every  Man  in  his  Humour  in  Italy,  he  changed  the  scene,  and  Angli- 
cited  hb  characters." 

Wje  Deed  not  again  recommend  these  books  to  the  lovers  of  lite¬ 
rature^ 
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tiMT  arc  good.**  Havhfg  ocee  them,  we  cannot  help  remembering 
tben.  There  »  •  Philip  of  Spain’*  nb#  IWtfg  bpoo  the  wells  of  the 
BritiA  limitation, as  when  the  original  moved  and  Breathed.  Will  that 
^^yMmgfaee(in  the  terrible  picture  by  Rembrandt,  also  no#  tb4fe)  leaning 
in  helpless  emotion  among  the  sublime  agonies  which  followed  the  dn^ 
completion  upon  Mount  ^lvary,ever  leave  us  ?  Tlie  angelical  sweetness 
of  Domenichino’s  **  St  Cecilia” — is  that  mortal  ?  The  shapes  which 
ihfong  numberless  around  the  pencil  of  Rubens,f  here  and  elsewhere— 
do  they  come  and  go  with  the  moment  in  which  we  first  see  them  ? 

The  preseht  Elhibition  of  ancient  masters  is  not  the  best  we  have  had, 
htot  what  thoughts  and  memoi'ies  infinite,  the  majority  of  those  pictures  j 
are  yet  calculated  to  leave  with  their  beholders !  When,  on  t^  other 
hand,  we  have  quitted  the  rooms  in  Somerset  House,  set  aside  a  few 
exoeptioas,  and  aeareely  a  picture  accompanies  us  down  the  ’stairs.

The  propositioo,  with  reference  to  the  use  of  Weat- 
minster  hall,  had,  he  observed,  bten  abandoned  at  first  on  aecoont  of  tha  grant 
expense,  and  the  probable  injury  to  the  buUding.** 

It  was  then  understood  to  be  agreed  that  the  consideration  of  a  mode  of 
providing  better  temporary  aocominodation  for  their  lordshipe  should  be 
referred  to  the  coromittae  on  the  ra-building  of  the  Houses  of  Parliatnent. 

A  letter  from  the  Earl  of  Devon  to  the  Lord  Speaker,  in  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  vote  of  tlie  house,  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  oit  the' 
journals. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  the  committee  on  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  unnecessary  oaths  was  renewed. 

Their  lordships  met  again  ou  Tuesday,  when,  on  the  motion  of  Lord  ' 
DtTMCAVNoN,  the  select  committee  on  the  rebuilding  of  the  two  hotisee  of 
parliament  was  revived. 

Lord  BaouoHAM  liaving  then  moved  that  the  order  of  tbc  day  for  the 
a^ourned  debate  on  his  resolutions  relating  to  education  be  read.  Lord 
Mslboo  knc  said  he  agread  in  tba  gtncrsl  priodples  of  hit  nobla  and  learned 
frbnd,  but  doubted  whether  tlie  mode  of  procetKling  by  way  of  resolution 
was  the  moat  prudent,  the  must  wise,  or  ilie  most  expedient  and  advanta¬ 
ges  manner  of  canning  hb  prinoiplts  Into  effkct ;  and  recommend^ 
hb  nobla  aiul  learned  friend  not  to  praaa  tbosc  resolutions  on  the  house, 
but  to  brinq  in  a  substantive  measure,  and  to  giva  then  the  foil  opportu¬ 
nity  of  considering  it.— Lord  Beouoham  accordingly  withdrew  the  reso¬ 
lutions,  id  order  to  introduce  a  bill  on  iha  subject. 

Their  lordsliips  agaio  met  on  Wednesday,  when  tlie  Duke  of  Rich¬ 
mond  presented  the  second  report  of  the  committee  on  prison  discipline, 
which  was  orderad  to  be  printed.  On  themotion  of  the  same  noble  duke, 
a  copy  of  tha  Treasury  minute  relative  to  the  oaths’  abolition  bill  was  or¬ 
dered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  sugar  duties  bill,  the  Weetern  Australia  arttlements  bill,  and  the 
com  importation  ( Isle  of  Man)  bill,  severally  went  througii  oommiitet.  >

Some  very  sharp  words  then  passed  between  Sir  R.  Incus  and  M

lire  Ipswich  case  was  then  again  brought  forward.  In  the  course  of 
the  discussion  it  was  observed  by  Lord  John  Russell,  that  **  with  ^ 
spect  to  O’Malley,  Sparrow,  and  Clipperton,  he  thought  there  was  nui^ 
reason  at  present  for  opening  the  gates  of  Newgate  to  them.  Ou^ihs 
contrary,  if  they  declar^  a  temporary  imprisonment  to  be  a  suffieie^ 
punishment  for  the  offences  which  these  individuals  bad  committed  ha 
knew  not  bow  they  could  call  upon  the  courU  of  justice  to  inflict  a  sever 
punishment  upon  labouring  men  who  were  earning  from  ten  to  twelve 
shillings  a-week  for  the  support  of  their  families,  because  they  had 
accepted  a  bribe  of  20^  or  dOA  in  order  to  increase  their  means  of  afford, 
ing  that  support.**— Mr  Serjeant  Jackson,  however,  having  read  a  cerl 
tificate  from  Mr  Bransby  C^per,  that  Mr  O’Malley  was  not  in  a  state 
of  health  to  bear  further  confinement  without  considerable  danger  of 
permanent  injury  to  bis  constitution,  Mr  Cooper  was  ordered  to  attend 
next  day  before  the  bar.  It  was  also  agreed,  after  a  short  debate,  that 
Messrs  Bignold  and  Booth  (the  magistrates  who  committed  Pilgrim)  be 
ordered  to  attend  at  the  bar  on  Monday  next,  and  also  that  Mr  Keith 
Mr  Money,  and  Pilgrim  be  ordered  to  attend  on  the  same  day.  * 

Mr  Peabo  then  moved,  pursuant  to  notice,  for  copies  of  any  commu. 
nications  which  bad  passed  between  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the 
affairs  of  India  and  the  court  of  directors  of  the  East  India  Company,  on 
the  subject  of  the  revocation  of  the  appointment  of  Lord  Heytesbury  as 
governor.general  of  India.

The  coaeeqeenoe  w^  that  very  great  offenders  might  thus  escape  punbhment 
He  woaki  aik  of  hie  noble  and  learned  frieDd  on  the  woolsack,  whether  the 
law,  as  k  resiiectcd  tliis  point,  did  not  require  alteration  ?  and  if  ^  whether  a 
daase  ^  that  purpose  might  not  be  introduced  in  a  bill  (the  pris^*  regula. 
tioa  bill)  which  was  then  before  their  lordships  ?** 

Lord  Dekmam  thought  the  alteration  suggested  by  the  noble  duke 
would  be  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  law,  and  that  the  bill  alluded 
to  afforded  no  improper  occasion  for  Introducing  the  amendment.  Still, 
an  alteration  so  important  ought  not  to  be  made  without  the  fullest  con> 
•idcrat ion.— Lord  Beouguam  said  be  was  favourable  to  the  proposed  al. 
teration.— 'fbe  Duke  of  Richmond  observing,  that,  having  brought  the 
matter  before  their  lordships,  he  should  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  his  noble 
and  learned  friends,  mentioned  a  case  where  an  individual  was  charged 
with  a  misdemeanour  of  an  indecent  kind,  and  he  was  called  on  to  find 
■acttrity  to  the  amount  of  5001.  He  afterwards  removed  the  case,  by  cer- 
ihrarif  into  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  where  bail  to  the  amount  of  oaly 
w^  required.  The  consequence  was,  that  he  immediately  fled  the 
oir^ntry,  and  defeated  the  ends  of  justice. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  Auckland,  the  merchant  seamen's  bill  was 
read  a  second  time. 

Tbeir  lordships  again  met  oa  Thursday,  when  the  Marquis  of  London- 
Denar  enquired  whether  the  levies  now  assembling,  in  the  Isle  of  Dogs 
would  have  the  protection  of  Lord  Eliot’s  convention  ?  His  lordship  then 
reed  the  decree  of  Don  Carlos,  which  has  appeared  in  the  public  papers, 
declaring  that  alt  stiaogers  taken  in  arms  shall  be  shot.  He  also  entered 
into  a  comparative  statement  of  the  forces  upon  both  sides  ;  in  the  course 
of  which  be  described  the  army  of  Don  Carlos  as  amounting  to  36,000 
inea,- Lord  MKLBOuaNC  answered  that  the  parties  engaging  in  the  ser- 
vice  of  the  Queen  of  Spain  would  have  the  benefit  of  Lord  Eliot’s  con- 
vention.  As  to  the  other  points  to  which  the  noble  marquis  had  referred, 
th^  were  not  Unable.  He  believed  that  the  decree  itself  was  a  forgery. 

Lord  Duncannon  then  staled  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  one  of 
the  commissioners  of  public  instruction  in  Ireland  (Mr  McDermott), 
wboae  conduct  had  been  the  subject  of  comments  on  a  former  night.  The 
letter  denied  the  truth  of  the  charges  then  preferred  against  him. — The 
Bishop  of  Eirria  said  that  he  had  received  letters  from  Ireland,  in  which 
It  waa  suted  that  Mr  M<Dermott  had  been  a  well-known  political  agita¬ 
tor  ;  and  that,  at  such,  he  had  been  chaired  through  a  town  in  Ireland. — 
The  Marquis  of  Lansdownk  thought  such  a  chairing  was  not  of  so  penal 
a  character  as  to  disqualify  the  gentleman  in  question  for  the  duty  to 

which  be  had  been  appointed _ The  Marquis  of  Clankicarde  spoke  to 

the  like  effect _ The  Duke  of  Wellington  observed  tliat  the  question 

was,  whether  such  an  individual  was  a  fit  person  for  the  office  to  which  he 
had  been  appointed  ?  He  thought  that  a  Roman  catholic  agitator  was 
not  tbe  fittest  person  for  the  duty,  and  that  the  Bishop  of  Exeter’s  re¬ 
marks  were  justifiable. — Lord  Melbourne  defended  the  appointment. 

Tbe  Archbishop  of  Cantbrbukt  then  introduced  a  bill  for  protecting 
tbe  revenues  of  vacant  ecclesiastical  benefices  without  cure  of  souls,  and 
Ibr  pfeventing  the  lapse  thereof  during  tbe  pending  enquiries  respecting 
the  asale  of  the  established  ehurcb  in  England  and  Wales. 

Laed  Denman,  in  consequence  of  tbe  conversation  which  had  taken 
place  on  tbe  preening  night,  introduced  a  bill  for  enabling  the  Court  of 
King's  Bench  to  take  recogniamces  to  any  amount  from  defendants  who 
mmovc  indictmeats  and  presentments  into  that  court  by  writ  of  cer/tbrart, 
aad  for  preventing  prosecutors  from  obtaining  such  writ  without  leave  of 
thsoouit. 

Their  Lordships  again  met  on  Friday,  when,  after  the  Royal  assent 
had  been  given,  by  commission,  to  many  bills,  and  some  questions  asked, 
Lord  Beougham  presented  his  promised  bill  on  the  subject  of  general 
education,  founded  on  his  resolutions,  and  which  he  withdrew  to  make 
way  for  this  bill. 

The  Marquis  of  Lonoonoeert  then  again  called  tbe  attention  of  the 
house  to  a  decree  of  Don  Carlos,  which,  on  the  previous  night.  Lord 
Melbourne  had  pronounced  to  be  a  forgery.  He  held  in  his  hand  the 
decree  in  Spanish. — Lord  Melbourne,  however,  remained  silent. 

Some  conversation  then  took  place  relative  to  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
missioners  on  public  Instruction,  and  the  Marquis  of  Londonoeert 
Edverted  to  e  circulEr  letter  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  to  the 
magistracy  of  that  country  respecting  processions  on  the  l‘2ih  of  July, 
and  said  that  he  thought  a  proclamation  would  have  more  effiCtually 
•foompliabod  the  object.— Lord  Melboueni  defended  tbe  circular.

Mr  Aglionby  presented  a  petition  from  York,  complaining  of  bribery 
and  corruption  practised  at  the  last  election  for  that  city,  and  gave  notice 
that  he  would  the  next  day  move  that  it  be  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

Messrs  Bond,  Cooke,  and  Clamp,  three  of  the  parties  confined  in  New- 
gate  for  a  breach  of  privilege,  arising  out  of  the  proceedings  in  tlie  case  of 
the  Ipswich  election,  were  then  brought  to  the  bar,  reprimanded,  sod 
diaebarged.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  same  course  should  be  pursued 
with  regard  to  Mr  O’Malley,  but  Mr  Bransliy  Cooper’s  testimony  as  to 
the  ill  stale  of  his  health,  and  the  injurious  consequences  that  were  likely 
to  result  from  liis  further  confinement  nut  having  been  satisfactory,  it  was 
thought  necessary  to  examine  some  medical  man  who  had  attended  Mr 
O’Malley  previous  to  his  incarceration.  Sir  Astley  Cooper  or  Dr  ksrr 
were  to  attend  on  tbe  following  day  at  the  bar  to  be  examined.  We  msy 
give  the  follow’ing  extract  fmm  Mr  B.  Cooper’s  examination  ;  —

Moi  nosed  na  ainondmefit  to  the  effect  that  the  revising  barristers  sboold 
be  employ®^  revise  the  borough  lists  in  aM  future  years,  as  well  as  in 
the  pr^nt  year*  The  amendment,  after  some  little  discussion,  was 
negatived,  on  a  divisiou,  by  86  to  53. 

In  the  19th  clause,  which  enacts  that  a  council  and  a  mayor  shall  be 
elected  in  every  borough,  but  requires  no  qualification  either  for  the 
mayor  or  common  oouncilmen,— Sir  R.  Psel  moved  the  following 
proviso : — 

n  Provided  snch  members  of  council  who  shall  be  elected  in  boroughs 
divided  into  wards  shall,  at  the  time  of  their  election,  be  seised  or  possessed 
of  veal  or  personal  property  of  the  clear  value  of  l,00tM.,  or  that  they  shall  be 
rated  oit  a  rental  of  not  less  tbim  491.  a^year,  and  also  provided  that  all  such 
members  elected  in  towns  not  divided  into  wards  shall,  at  the  time  of  their 
electioD,  be  seised  or  possessed  of  property,  real  or  personal,  of  the  clear  value 
of500U  or  be  rated  to  the  relief  or  the  poor  on  a  rental  of  not  less  than  2<M. 
a-year? 

Sir  Robert,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  argued,  at  some  length,  that  the 
adoption  of  the  qualification  as  a  test  of  the  fitness  of  a  person  to  become 
a  member  of  the  oororoon  council,  ought  to  form  part  of  the  bill.  This 
was  strongly  opposed  by  Mr  Blackbuene  and  several  other  gentlemen. 
In  the  course  of  the  discussion  (which  was  enlivened  by  some  satirical 
allusions  of  Sir  R.  Peel  to  an  act  immortalized  by  Lord  John  Russell’s 
own  name,  and  entitled  **  An  Act  for  the  better  Regulation  of  the  joint 
Parishes  of  St  Giles  in  the  Fields,  and  St  George,  Bloomsbury,”  which 
were  sharply  answered  by  Lord  Howicc) — it  was  observed: — 

*  If  the  bouse  required  an  instance  of  the  practical  irnitility  of  any  qualification 
OB  the  part  of  the  elected,  could  they  have  a  better  than  what  presented  itself 
to  them  in  the  case  of  the  members  for  Scotland  now  sitting  in  that  house  ? 
(Hear,  hear.)  No  qualificatioD  was  required  for  them,  and  yet  they  yielde^ 
not  either  in  sagacity,  intelligence,  or  in  anxiety,  in  the  performance  of  their 
public  duties,  to  any  set  of  men  either  in  ot  out  of  parliament  The  same  was 
the  case  with  respect  to  the  new  Jurisdictions  in  the  Scotch  burghs.” 

ThU  amendment  wa«  eventually  negatived  by  a  majority  of  63,  the  num¬ 
bers  being  267  and  204. 

In  the  23rd  clause,  which  enacts  that  in  1836,  and  in  every  succeeding 
year,  one-third  part  of  the  council  shall  go  out  of  office.  Lord  Stanliv 
moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  word  **  aUernate'*  l>e  substituted  for 
the  word  **  succeeding,”  thus  enacting  that  one-third  of  the  council 
should  go  out  every  two  years,  instead  of  every  year. —  After  a  short  dis- 
cuialon,  the  amendment  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  44,  the  numbers 
being  ilSO  and  176.  The  Chairman  then  reported  progress,  and  obtained 
leave  to  sit  again. 

The  house  again  met  on  Wednesday,  when  several  petitions  were  pre¬ 
sented,  and  the  dispute  between  Mr  Shaw  and  Mr  O’Connell,  relative  to 
Mr  Hudson’s  indictment,  was  renewed. 

Lord  MoarETH  then  said,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Shell,  that 
an  enquiry  would  be  instituted  into  the  alleged  interference  of  five  ma¬ 
gistrates  with  an  armed  force  at  the  late  election  for  Carlow. — Sir  Henry 
Haedinoe,  alluding  to  the  disgraceful  conduct  of  the  Catholic  priests  at 
that  election,  expressed  a  hope  that  the  enquiry  would  embrace  all  the 
other  circumstances  connected  with  the  election,  and  that  in  order  that 
equal  justice  might  be  done  to  all  parties,  the  enquiry  would  not  be  con¬ 
fined  to  the  conduct  of  the  magistrates  and  the  protestant  party. 

Upon  Lord  J.  Russell  bringing  up  the  minutes  of  evidence  taken  on 
the*  Wolverhampton  enquiry  (which  were  ordered  to  be  printed).  Sir  H. 
H4a]>iNaB  urgvd  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  executive  government,  after 
the  refiections  which  bad  been  cast  upon  the  military  by  hon.  members 
of  that  house,  to  give  a  decided  and  unqualified  opinion  of  their  own 
upon  the  conduct  of  the  soldiers  employed  on  this  occasion. — Lord  John 
Russell,  in  reply,  said  it  was  **  his  decided  opinion  that  the  conduct  of 
the  military  at  Wolverhampton,  was  marked  by  the  most  commendable 
forbearance  and  the  most  correct  judgment.” 

Lord  MoarxTH  stated,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Shaw,  that  the 
Irish  tithe  bill  would  be  laid  on  the  table  in  a  few  days. 

J^rd  J.  Russell  gave  notice,  that  he  intended  to  propose  that  the 
house  should  sit  at  12  o’clock  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  in  order  to 
expedite  the  progress  of  the  municipal  corporations  bill. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr  Jacesoh,  Dr  Parr  was  called  to  the  bar,  and  ex¬ 
amined  respecting  the  state  of  Mr  O’Malley’s  health.  Dr  Farr  said  that 
Mr  OWfaliey  had  lost  one  eye,  that  he  was  in  danger  of  losing  the  other, 
and  that  his  life  would  be  endangered  if  he  were  much  longer  confined. 
This  evidence  was  deemed  satisfactory,  and  the  learned  gentleman  was 
subs^uently  brought  to  the  bar,  repriinauded,  and  discharged  on  pay¬ 
ment  of  fees.— .Lord  J.  Russell  subsequently,  adverting  to  the  order  of 
the  bouse,  that  the  magbtrates  who  committed  Pilgrim,  that  individual 
himeelf,  and  others,  should  attend  at  the  bar  on  Saturday,  said  that  he 
intended  on  Friday  to  propose  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  and  the 
iaveetigation  of  the  matter  referred  to  it.  This  would  be  a  better  course 
than  taking  the  examination  before  the  whole  bouse,  inasmuch  as  it 
would  prevent  the  obstruction  of  the  public  business.  He  would  propose 
that  the  committee  be  chosen  by  lot,  that  it  consist  of  Uie  first  nine  or 
eleven  names  drawn,  and  that  to  these  the  house  should  add  two  other 
membera— 4>ne  to  act  for  the  house,  and  the  other  for  the  parties  to  be  ex¬ 
am  Used* 

Um  order  for  the  reeumption  of  the  adjourned  debate  on  the  proposed 
gnmt  for  increased  church  accommodation  in  Scotland  having  then  been 
read.  Lord  J.  Russell  moved  the  following  resolution 


.  The  bouse  then  wr/nt  into  committee  on  the  municipal  corporationa 
bill.  No  alteration  of  any  importance  was  made.  Lord  Stanley  made 
a  proposition  for  the  amendment  of  that  part  of  the  bill  which  relates  to 
the  division  of  boroughs  into  wards,  which  Lord  J.  Russell  promised  to 
take  into  consideration.— Clauses  23  to  36  inclusive,  except  80— the 
wards— were  disposed  of  with  only  verbal  corrections.  The  mayors  and 
other  annual  officers  existing  si  the  passing  of  the  act,  are  to  hold  office 
till  the  new  elections.  An  attempt  was  made  to  give  the  owners  of  pro¬ 
perty  of  a  certain  value  a  plurality  of  votes,  but  it  was  signally  defeated. 

_ Mr  C.  Bullke  proposiKl  his  amendment  to  the  23d  clause,  and  pointed 

out  the  disadvantage  wbieh  would  result  from  the  system  of  triennial 
election  of  counsellors,  one- third  to  go  out  each  year.  He  thought  it 
would  be  much  better  that  the  election  of  the  whole  body  of  the  town 
counsellors  should  take  place  annually.  The  amendment  to  this  eflfbet, 
however,  was  withdrawn  by  the  hon«  gentleman,  as  also,  after  a  few 
words  from  Lord  J.  Russell,  was  the  following  proviso  by  Mr  Gaorx

His  lordship  thoui^  that  both  thoas  who  asked  for,  and  those  who  op¬ 
posed  the  graat,  ou^t  to  be  bear^  and  that  the  object  of  all  parties 
would  ba  bast  attainad  by  the  appointment  of  a  commission. — Sir  R. 
PsBi.  approved  of  the  rssolution,  but  proposed  to  insert  in  it,  after  the 
ward  **  affbrded,’*  the  following  words  **  by  the  astsblUhed  church  of  Seot- 
iaad.**  The  ri|^t  bon.  baronet,  however,  did  not  press  his  ameudiaefit,

the  purpose  of  ascertaining  which  of  the  several  persons  voted  for  are  elected  ; 
and  so  many  of  such  persons  being  equal  to  the  number  of  the  counsellors  then 
to  be  chosen,  as  shall  have  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  elected ;  and  in  case  of  an  equality  in  the  number  of  votes  for  any  two  or 
more  persons,  the  mayor  shall  name  from  amongst  those  for  whom  the  nnmber 
of  votes  shall  be  e<iual,  so  many  as  shall  be  necessary  to  complete  the  requisite 
number  of  counsellors  to  be  chosen ;  and  the  mayor  shall  publish  a  list  of  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  elected  counsellors  within  three  days  (exclusive  of 
Sunday)  from  toe  closing  of  the  poIL” 

The  committee  having  proceeded  as  far  as  the  36th  clause,  the  chairman 
reported  progress  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  house  again  met  on  Thursday  when  the  committee  to  try  the  Inver¬ 
ness-shire  election  was  appointed. — Mr  Maulb  complained  that  some  of 
the  clerks  of  the  peace  had  refused  to  make  the  returns  ordered  by  the 
house,  unless  they  were  paid ;  he  particularly  remarked  upon  the  conduct 
of  the  clerk  of  the  peace  for  Carnarvon.  After  some  discussion,  Mr 
IlicB  gave  notice  that  if  the  return  from  Carnarvon  was  not  made  on  or 
before  that  day  fortnight,  he  should  then  move  that  Mr  Poole,  the  clerk 
of  the  peace,  l>e  called  to  the  bar. 

Lord  John  Russell  then  stated,  that  with  a  view  of  fowarding  the 
corporation  bill,  he  should  on  Friday  move,  that  the  house  sit  on  Tuesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday,  from  twelve  to  three  o’clock  ;  they  should  after¬ 
wards  meet  again  at  five,  and  if  there  was  nothing  very  important  in  the 
shape  of  petitions  to  be  presented,  public  business  might  lie  resumed  at 
half  past  five.  With  respect  to  the  other  days  of  the  week  he  proposed 
they  should  go  on  as  usual. 

The  house  then  resolved  into  committee  on  the  corporation  bill,  be¬ 
ginning  with  clause  37. — Sir  R.  Inolis  proposed  that  there  sliould  lie  an 
**oath”  instead  of  a  **  declaration,”  for  the  mayor  and  town  council,  on 
entering  into  office — Lord  J.  Russell  was  against  the  multiplication  of 
oaths,  except  there  were  aiisolute  necessity.— The  Attorn  by- Genbeal 
said  he  had  rejoiced  in  the  omission  of  an  oath.— 'I'he  amendment  waa 
negatived,  and  the  clause  agreed  to,  as  were  clauses  38,  39,  40,  and  41.  * 

On  clause  42  being  proposed,  Lord  Stanley  moved  an  amendment, 
with  the  view  of  preventing  the  removal  of  the  town  clerk  by  so  change¬ 
ful  a  body  as  the  town  council  would  be. — Lord  Howice  resisted  it.  If 
the  town  clerk  were  an  efficient  person,  he  was  not  very  likely  to  be 
removed.  To  adopt  this  amendment  would  be  to  make  that  officer  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  town  council.— It  was  eventually  negatived  on  a  division 
by  a  majority  of  60,  but  not  without  some  sharp  words  between  Mr 
O'Connell  and  Lord  Stanley,  in  consequence  of  allusion  to  the  latter  hav¬ 
ing  **  changed  his  seat.”  His  lordship  vindicated  his  **  going  over”  among 
the  opposition  in  the  following  terms  :—

LONDON,  JULY  5,  1835. 

The  iuoat.  iiiterebtinj;  news  from  the  north  of  Spain,  is  that 
of  the'  death  of  Zumalacarreguy.  On  Saturday  week  the  fol¬ 
lowing  teUtgmphic  desf)atcli  was  posted  up  at  the  Paris  Bourse : 
—^“Bayonne  27th.  Zumalacarreguy  died  on  the  25th,  at  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  from  the  efrect.s  of  his  wound.**  A  fever 
of  tetamis  has  since  been  atated  by  the  Baron  De  Los  Valles  ns  the 
immediate  cause.  No  very  positive  intelligence,  however,  has  been 
r^eived  on  this  point,  or  on  any  other  connecteJ  with  the  death  of 
this  famous  chietlain.  Of  the  fact  of  its  occurrence  there  is  yet  no 
doubt.  The  Gazette  de  France^  iu  a  notice  of  the  event  (which 
straogelv  ha()pened  at  so  critical  a  moment  in  the  affairs  of 
Spain)  baa  tbe  following 

Don  TonUs  Zutnalacarregui  was  born  in  1789^  at  Ormaestegui,  a 
vlUage  of  about  five  hundred  and  fifty  inhabitants,  in  the  protince  of 
Oiripuscoa,  a  league  and  a* half  from  Villafranca.  His  family  was  amongst 
tbe  most  respectable  of  the  country.  Zumalaearregui,  who  was  at  col¬ 
li^  at  Pampduna  when  Spain  was  invaded  by  the  French,  abandoned 
bis  studies,  and  joined  the  guerilla  corps  under  Mina.  •  •  v  Zuma- 

lacarregM  was  rather  under  than  over  the  middle  siao,  and  was  beginning 
to  be  a  little  corpulent.  His  countenance  was  eipressive,  and  his  eyes 
lively  and  piercing.  His  upturned  mustachios  and  large  whiskers  gave 
him  a  martial  ain  His  activity  was  prodigious, and  his  memory  astonish* 
ing,  and  though  etbibiting  something  of  petulance)  and  abrupt  in  his 
manner,  be  was  in  reality  affable,  go^-natured,  generous,  disinterested, 
and  modest,  and  a  strict  observer  of  bis  word.*’ 

Every  kind  of  contradictory  report  seems  to  have  been  circulated 
at  Bayonn^,  repecting  the  progress  of  the  siege  of  Bilboa.  The 
Uteat  we  have  received  Hatly  contradict  each  other.  The  last  Ga^ 
zette  de  France^  for  instance,  denies  the  truth  of  the  Oovernment 
announeBinent  that  Bilboa  still  held  out,  affirms  that  the  place  sur* 
rendered  on  the  27th,  and  that  Don  Carlos  had,  at  the  point  of  tbe 
bayonet,  actually  entered  Portagalette.  On  this  tlie  Paris  journals 
of  Wednesday  made  no  remark.  In  a  second  edition  of  our  Coe- 
rier  of  Thursday,  however,  intelligence  was  given  to  the  effect  that 
tho  courage  and  enterprize  of  a  handful  of  Englishmen,  one  or  two 
officers,  and  twenty-five  marines,  had  rendered  important  services 
to  the  constitutional  cause  at  Bilboa,  by  reviving  the  sunk  spirits  of 
tbe  genrison,  ead  aiding  in  the  repulse  of  the  besiegers.  It  appears  | 
that  the  business  of  hard  fighting  was  not  unknown  to  these  brave 
nieni  who  bad  already  served  under  their  present  commander.  Com¬ 
modore  Henry,  in  Portugal,  when  he  cuptured  by  biMirding  a  Mi- 
gitflite  Artgtte  of  sixty  guns,  from  tbe  Donna  Maria  of  thirty-two. 

writer  of  the  account  states  that  the  authorities  of  Bilboa 
urere  oa  the  point  of  giving  up  the  place  when  Commodore  Henry 
landed  twentj-five  marines,  under  Captains  Btsworth  and  Fitzpa¬ 
trick,  and  Lieutenant  M^Duff,  with  all  the  Congreve  rockets  on 
board  the  ship,  and  two  long  eighteen  pounder  bow  guns,  which 
were  mounted  upon  the  most  important  points  to  be  defend^.  We 
quote  the  writer’s  statement  of  wliat  followed 

"  Tbs  moral  sffset  of  this  dash  of  the  Commodore  was  cleetrieal  upon 
^  troops  and  inluMunts.  They  resolved  to  defend  the  town  to  the  lest 
extremity.^  As  soon  m  the  men  were  landed,  the  steam  fr%ata  ssited  for 
St.  Sebeetisn,  took  l,Q0D  of  Psirior*s  men  on  board,  and  rotunmd  next 
day  to  Bilboa,  landed  the  sol^aim  at  FortugslsUc,  at  chf  mouth  of  fba 
to  proud  a  small  etaft  fai  low  of  tho  mgste,  loadod  with  ammuni¬ 
tion,  bu*  pfiit*  vagi  foists  szreund  th^hrow  of  a  M0, 

tbaott  porpiRAcMkr  over  liii  pmsttilhwi  of  ffio  CwiiMi,  fTmii 


which  tliet  kept  ups  eonntsiit  fire.  At  length  tho  frigate’s  head  wa/^ 
turned  towards  tlie  sea.  Lieutenant  Forster,  with  the  troops,  Ac.,  oon-- 
tinned  their  way,  and  encountered  heavy  firing,  and  were  obliged 
retire,  boats  having  been  sunk  across  tl:e  river  by  the  enemy.  The  town 
held  out,  firing  smartly  on  tbe  Carlists.  The  handful  of  BritLs,  Uie 
same  men  a*lio  were  in  the  Donna  Maria  with  Commodore  Henry,  did 
immense  execution.  Tlie  rockets  astonished  all,  one  killing  no  fewer 
than  twenty- five  men.  It  was  by  a  shot  from  one  of  those  brave  fellows 
that  Zumalacarreguy  received  his  wound  (now  known  to  have  proved 
mortal).  He  immediately  left  the  field.  On  the  I9th  of  June,  tha 
greatest  part  of  the  Carlists  withdrew  to  meet  ValdeZ,  whd  was  etpccted. 
'This  decided  check  had  been  given  entirely  through  the  exertiohs  of  the 
brave  marines  from  the  Commodore’s  ship,  but  with  too  trrelatieholy  a 
sacrifice,  the  loss  of  Captain  Fits|vitrick,  a  brave  Irishman,  of  good 
family.  He  was  directing  Captain  KIswurth’s  attention  to  some  of  the 
enemy  forming,  when  he  was  ^ot  through  the  heart,  and  died  without  a 
groan.” 

It  is  necessary  to  add  to  this  however  that  the  movements  of  the 
respective  armies,  so  far  as  they  have  t7ee*i  ascertained,  are  scarcely 
reconcilable  with  these  accounts.  We  must  Wait  for  more  certain 
intelligence  as  to  details,  for  there  cau  be  little  donbt  of  iho  truth 
of  the  principal  facts  in  the  statement  we  have  given. 

The  levy  of  foreign  auxiliary  troops  for  the  Queen  of  Spain  has ' 
been  acknowledged  by  France  (notwithstanding  the  rumours  we 
gave  in  our  last)  and  repudiated  by  the  government  of  Belgium. 
The  French  journals  of  Monday  brought  the  intelligence  that  tbe 
convention  relative  to  sending  the  foreign  legion,  had  been  signed 
on  the  27 til  bv  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  and  the  Duke  dc 
Frias,  the  Spanish  Ambassador;  and  they  added  the  ro()OPtthat  the 
English  contingent  is  to  arrive  in  Spain  before  the  end  of  the  month, 
and  will  be  sent  iinmediately»  ns  well  ns  the  foreign  legion  furnished 
by  France,  to  the  theatre  of  war.  It  is  right  to  add  to  this  however, 

what  is  mentioiiecl  by  the  i’aris  Corres|K>iideDt  in  the  J/oreteg* 
Chronicle  of  Friday,  that,  notwithstanding  all  the  re[>orts  of  Con¬ 
ventions  signed  between  the  French  (rovemment  and  the  Spanish 
Envoy,  it  Is  probable  that  iro  troops  will  be  raised  in  France  for 
Spain,  beyond  the  rccruital  for  the  Foreign  Legion.  He  does  not 
mention  whether  it  was  a  political  Or  financial  motive  which  was 
likely  to  produce  this  result.  It  is  quite  certain,  however  thU  may 
be,  that  tninsports  sailed  on  the  27th,  from  Toulon,  to  bring  the 
foreign  legion  from  Algiers. 

The  first  division  of  the  British  auxiliaries  embarked  for  Spain  on 
Thursday  morning  last.  We  quote  the  following  from  tbe  Fmer* 
It  is  a  correction  of  certain  statements  of  an  opposite  tknracter 
which  had  been  given  by  that  journal « 

**  In  consequence  of  the  rumours  respeetiiig  the  component  parts oT 
the  expedition  prei>aring  for  Spain,  w'u  have,  for  our  own  satisfaotioo, 
paid  a  visit  to  tbe  depot  at  the  Isle  of  Dogs;  and  we  afe  ^ladthat  we 
have  done  so,  as  it  has  Lad  the  effect  of  removing  some  fidse  loiureisionsv 
which  we  are  willing  to  allow  we  had  previously  entertained.  Tve  found, 
as  is  represented  in  our  City  Article,  that  500  men  liad  embarked  on 
board  the  Royal  Tar  steamer  yesterday  morning;  that,  so  far  as  we  could 
obtain  information,  they  were  a  very  fine  bodjT^  men,  generally  young, 
and  those  that  were  not  so  had  this  advantoga*  that  they  were  (dd  and 
experienced  soldiers.  Of  the  officers  accompanying  them  our  account  is 
equally  fkveurable ;  but,  forming  our  o|)inion  of  those  we  saw  at  tha  ' 
depot,  we  are  bound  to  say  that  a  better  selection  could  not  have  bean 
made.  They  appeared  to  us  to  be  fine  and  enterprising  young  man, 
most  of  them,  if  not  all,  having  previously  served  either  in  the  Briliab 
army  or  that  of  Donna  Maria,  and  we  are  satisfied  are  calculated,  eyan  i 
with  such  materials  as  we  have  seen,  which  of  course  are  only  the  relieta 
of  the  botly,  to  make  soldiers  that  will  do  erodii  to  the  country  fVona 
whence  they  einate.  'The  arrangements  for  tliooc  who  started  yesterday 
morning  appear  to  have  been  of  tha  most  complete  and  judioioue  de¬ 
scription.*’ 

Don  Carlos  ia  meanwhile  preparinj^  for  the  advent  of  hie  foreign 
adversaries  by  orders  and  proclamatioua  setting  forth  that  **  all 
strangers  who  shall  fall  into  our  hands  shall,  after  time  being  given 
them  to  perform  their  religious  duties,  be  instantly  shot.** 

Since  this  was  written,  the  Moniteur  has  coininuoicatcd  very 
important  intelligence:— 

**  Government  has  received  the  following  telegraphic  despaieh,  dated 
Bayonne,  July  1,  two  o’clock*  p.iii.  Tbe  coroinandor  of  the  Sappho 
transmits  that  which  follows:—*  BUlxia  continued  to  defend  itself  on  the 
29th  ult.*  General  La  Hera,  who  baa  soecrtdsd  Valdes  (isAo  rsliVcs),  ia 
in  march  on  that  place,  which  is  now  beyond  clanger  ut  waainUmoni 
raM«r&).” 

The  proceedings  in  the  Procet  Monatre  before  thlp  French  Court 
of  Peers,  which  had  become  very  stupid,  were  a  little  enlivened 
the  other  day  by  the  bringing  up  of  the  mosk  stubborn  of  the 
accused,  Hevcrchon,  from  whom  much  resistance  was  expected, 
and  who  bc^aii  ^  reading  two  long  speeches,  besides  all  the  artidea 
of  the  Criminal  (jode  which  had  been  set  aside.  He  then  demand^ 
Beranger,  tbe  natioual  poet,  to  defend  him.  He  then  veiy  resolutely 
defended  himself.  He  invoked  the  spirit  of  Ncy  before  the  PlKri» 
and  stigmatized  them  as  murderers,  and  sjmke  of  **  the 
Philip,  as  seeking  to  assassinate  hia  father,  since  be  could  not  oPtnin 
hie  condemnation.”  Here  the  Procureur  OeneraJ,  how^ry, 
thought  fit  to  interfere,  aud  demanded  the  award  of  itistaut  {venally 
upon  Revcrchon,  for  insulting  the  Court,  and  for  uttenii|^troawwi 
before  it.  The  Peers  retired  to  dellb«»te  on  the  wramd,  mit

All  the  interest  of  these  proceedings,  boweirer,  before  the  Court 
of  Peers*  has  been  eclipsed  in  Paris  by  certain  proceedings  in  a 
crittiifial  trial  bcf«>rc  the  Court  of  Assize.  Since  the  trial  of 
FualdCs,  it  WoUld  appear,  nothing  of  a  prirate  nature  has  been 
known  sb  to  interest  and  absorb  the  Parisian  public.  The  principal 
party  abciised  is  a  M.  de  la  Ronciere,  the  son  of  a  general  officer 
bf  that  name,  who  is  charged  with  having  broken  into  the  house  of 
tieoeral  de  Morell,  the  governor  of  the  miiitai7  school  at  Saumur 
—to  have  entered  the  bedroom  of  Mademoiselle  de  Morell,  the 
OenoraPs  daughter,  a  young  lady  of  seventeen  years  of  age — and  to 
have  committ^  the  most  atrocious  violence  on  her  person,  for  the 
purpose,  it  is  sakl,  of  revenging  himself  on  her  father  for  having 
turned  him  out  of  his  house.  The  Correspondent  of  the  Chronicle 
states  that  political  feeling  mingles  with  this  horrid  afiair,  that  the 
Ca^lists  support  De  la  Ronciere,  and  that  the  report  of  the  trial  in 
the  t^MiidienHe  u  far  more  favourable  to  him  than  the  impartial 
account  given  in  the  other  journals.  A  more  horrid  instance  of 
human  depravity  is  not  on  record.  The  accused  is  evidently  of  that 
spedea  of  monster  mven  to  stab  women  from  a  species  of  enjoy* 
meat  known  best  to  themselves.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  go  into 
the  details  of  the  trial.  It  is  sufficient  to  explain  the  character  of 
the  case,  to  quote  the  evidence  of  Mademoiselle  de  Morell  herself, 
which  was  given  on  Monday.  The  unfortunate  young  lady,  we  should 
remind,  has,  ever  since  the  outrage  committed  on  her,  been  subject 
to  a  sort  of  catalepsy,  which  leaves  her  only  at  intervals  in  a  state 
when  it  is  possible  to  obtain  her  testimony.  It  was,  in  consequence, 
after  twelve  o’clock  on  Monday  night  that  she  was  brought  into 
court,  and  deposed  to  the  facts  of  which  we  shall  give  the  substance. 
The  Court  was  obliged  to  sit  all  night : — 

“  On  the  night  of  the  23d  of  September,  while  asleep  in  her  own  b^, 
in  her  parent's  house  at  Saumur,  she  was  suddenly  awoke  by  the  breaking 
of  a  pane  of  glass.  She  clearly  saw,  by  the  light  of  the  moon,  a  man  come 
in  at  the  window,  whom  she  immediately  recognised  to  be  M.  de  la 
llonciere.  He  wore  a  police  cap,  and  his  face  was  partly  concealed  by 
bis  cravat.  He  locked  the  door  of  her  room,  which  door  to  the  apart* 
mvnt  of  Miss  Allen,  her  governess.  On  seeing  this,  she  jumped  out  of 
her  bad  and  placed  herself  behind  a  chair.  He  then  ran  up  to  her, 
snatched  away  the  chair,  threw  her  down,  stopped  her  mouth  with  a 
handkerchief,  bit  and  scratched  her,  and  inflicted  wounds  .on  her  arms 
and  legs.  He  tied  a  rope  round  her  waist,  and  telling  her  that  he  was 
aboat  to  revenge  himself  for  what  passed  at  her  father's,  inflicted  a  pain* 
lul  wound  which  made  her  utter  a  cry.  M.  de  la  Ronciere  on  this  ran  to 
the  window,  calling  to  some  one  who  was  apparently  Delow,  *  Hold  fast ! 
she  has  bad  quite  enough  T  Miss  Allen  having  heard  the  cry  she  bad 
uttered,  came  to  her  door,  but  the  witness  having  swooned,  was  unable  to 
open  it,  and  it  was  forced  open  by  Miss  Allen,  who  found  Mademoiselle 
Morell  stretched  on  the  floor,  her  night  shift  torn  to  atoms,  and  her 
persoo  eovered  with  blood.” 

The  chargee  published  agaiust  De  La  Ronciere  supply  the  follow* 
iog  facts  in  addition 

I  **  On  the  21st  of  October  the  health  of  Mademoiselle  de  Morell, 
whieh  bad  suffired  so  severely  from  the  brutal  attack  of  De  La  Ronciere, 
begin  to  be  somewhat  re-established,  when  one  evening,  about  ten  o'clock,  I 
a  small  piece  of  peper  was  found  ^  her  on  her  dressing-table,  which 
brought  on  a  dangerous  relapse. -v  It  was  signed  **  £.  R,"end  was  to  the 
following  effect ”  Those  whom  you  love  the  best  in  this  world— your 
mother,  father,  end  M.  d'Estouilly,  in  a  few  months  shall  no  longer  be  in 
existence.  You  have  refused  me,  and  1  will  be  revenged  iirst  upon  my 
rival."— Mademoiselle  de  Morell  was  found  in  a  state  of  insensibility, 
stretched  upon  the  floor,  with  the  Aual  billet  grasped  in  her  hand.  When 
■he  had  somewhat  recovered  from  her  awoon,  she  cried,  in  a  voioe  broken 
by  sobe,  **  Man  of  blood !  the  paper !  Somebody  is  assassinating  my 
fluher— my  mother."  She  remained  in  this  critical  state  of  delirium  fur 
three  days,  end  was  considered  in  so  great  danger  that  the  sacrament  of 
extreme  unction  was  administered. 

This  and  several  anonymous  letters  are  charged  upon  De  La  Ron¬ 
ciere,  who  acknowledged  the  wrong  he  had  done  in  subsequent  let* 
ters  to  M.  Estouilly,  after  a  duel  between  them.  In  the  proceed* 
lugs  of  the  second  day  (Tuesday)  when  the  accused  was  asked  by 
the  Prehident  if  he  chargetl  M.  D'Estouilly  (as  had  been  intimated) 
^th  counterfeiting  any  of  the  letters  attributed  to  him,  De  La 
Ronciere  reftised  to  answer.  Few  facts,  however,  were  elicited 
that  day  in  addition  to  those  known  before,  except  the  circumstance 
of  De  La  Ronciere  having  made  a  cord  ladder,  and  having  had 
aoflietbiag  like  another  in  his  possession.  A  letter  of  his  was  also 
read,  addressed  to  his  lawyer  at  Saumur,  urging  him  to  get  back  his 
letters,  to  acquaint  hts  father  with  the  whole  affair,  and  cbvise  means 
of  saving  him,  if  “  there  was  yet  time.” 

This  trial  of  M.  de  la  Ronciere  has  continued  to  excite  increas* 
ieg  iatemt  duriqg  the  three  days  of  its  progress.  The  whole  evi* 
dence  as  to  the  assault  committ^  on  Mademoiselle  Morell,  besides 
that  of  the  young  lady  herself,  is  of  a  presumptive  nature,  and 
proof  is  conasquently  difficult.  On  Wednesday,  the  earperU  were 
examined  aa  to  their  opinions  of  the  anonymous  letters.  All  agreed 
that  they  were  not  the  wrttiug  of  La  Ronciere,  whilst  the  unexperi 


devotes  aa  entire  eolamn  to  the  demonstration  of  the  danger  wUdl  £u 
rope  runs  from  the  projects  of  aggrandizement  of  Russia. 

The  accounts  from  Cairo  r^;  .esent  the  plague  as  raging  most  alarminel* 
A  letter,  dated  May  5,  says  that  above  2,000  persons  daily  fall  victir^ 
to  it  in  the  city,  and  numbers  in  proportion  in  almost  all  the  provinces  of 
the  Delta  and  central  Egypt.  Above  50,000  persons  have,  probablv 
already  fallen  in  Cairo  alone,  which  gives  the  city  a  frightful  appearance* 
Both  there  and  in  Alexandria  many  Europeans  have  died  of  the  plague* 
but  chiefly  such  as  did  not  keep  strict  quarantine  in  their  bouses.  The 
day  is  no  longer  sufficient  to  bury  the  dead,  and,  contrary  to  the  custom 
of  the  Mussulmen,  they  are  now  buried  by  night  also.  The  physicians 
continue  with  unexampled  self-denial  to  attend  the  sick:  though  the 
third,  named  Dusappe,  who  has  lived  in  Egypt  ever  since  the  French  in. 
vasion,  has  been  attacked ;  and  in  Alexandria  several  have  died,  and  after 
them  their  whole  families.  Mehemet  Ali  is  still  in  his  country  seat  at 
Shabra,  which  is  surrounded  with  a  triple  cordon.  ^ 

We  beg  to  draw  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  petition  of 
Mr  O’Dwycr,  a  second  time  unseated  upon  a  ^estion  of  qualiflca* 
tion.  This  is  a  persecution  to  which  Mr  O’Dwyeris  merits  as  a 
stanch  reformer  have  certainly  given  him  a  title,  inconvenient  as  the 
effect  is. _ 

SATURDAY  NIGHT. 

—  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  from  our  inquiries,  that  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  revenue  of  the  quarter,  ending  to  day,  will,  on  the  whole, 
prove  satisfactory.  The  transfer  of  the  tea  duty  from  the  Excise  to  the 
Customs,  will  make  so  far  an  apparent  diminution  in  the  former,  and  cor¬ 
responding  increase  in  the  latter.  We  believe,  however,  that  on  the 
whole  there  is  an  increase  in  the  former  branch,  exceeding  100,OOOiL  u 
well  as  In  others.  The  payment  on  account  of  the  tea  duties  in  the  cor¬ 
responding  quarter  last  year,  amounted,  we  understand,  to  about  800,000/, 
There  will  ^  a  decrease  in  the  produce  of  the  taxes,  on  account  of  the 
repeal  of  the  house  tax. — Globe. 

—  The  result  of  the  Ayrshire  election  has  justified  our  anticipations. 
Captain  Dunlop  is  the  representative  of  that  great  county.  The  num¬ 
bers,  at  the  close  of  the  poll  on  Wednesday  last,  were — For  Dunlop, 
1,435 — For  Cathcart,  829 — Majority,  606. 

—  A  meeting  of  Members  of  Parliament  and  other  gentlemen  'was 
held  to-day  at  the  Exchequer  Coffeehouse,  Palace  Yard,  for  the  purpose 
of  devising  means  to  provide  useful  and  profitable  labour  to  the  pea¬ 
santry  of  Ireland.  A  similar  meeting  was  held  last  Saturday,  at  which 
it  was  proposed  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose  by  means  of  a  lottery,  and 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  till  to-day  with  a  view  of  entering  further  into 
the  subject.  Several  members  of  Parliament  arrived  about  one  o’clock, 
and  shortly  afterwards  the  chair  was  taken  by  Mr  O'Connell,  who  stated 
the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  proceeded  to  remark  upon  the  necessity  of 
providing  employment  for  the  Irish  people.  The  Hon.  and  Learned 
Gentleman,  at  some  length,  dwelt  upon  the  misery  which  now  existed  in 
Ireland,  and  entered  into  the  causes  of  that  misery  ;  the  remedy  fur 
which,  he  contended,  was  to  provide  employment  for  the  poor.  When 
Mr  O'Connell  had  concluded,  several  other  gentlemen  addressed  the 
meeting.  Appropriate  resolutions  were  passed. 

—  The  plague  has  appeared  In  Constantinople  ;  by  the  last  accounts 
it  was  rather  mild,  and  hopes  were  entertain^  that  it  might  be  con¬ 
quered  ;  but  it  naturally  excited  considerable  alarm.— S/amfaref. 

—  Lord  Durham  takes  his  departure  for  Cronstadt  about  the  17th  of 
this  month,  on  his  mission  to  St  Petersburg ;  it  was  rumoured,  yesterday, 
that  he  is  to  proceed  also  to  G>nstantinople. 

—  Captain  Clavell,  R.N.,  is  appointed  to  tbo  superintendency  of 
packets,  vacant  by  the  death  of  Captain  A.  King. 

A  grand  review  of  the  Guards  will  take  place  in  Hyde  Park  on  Mon* 
day,  in  the  presence  of  their  Majesties. 

Thiatre  Royal,  Dublin. — On  Monday  evening,  for  the  second  time, 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Countess  of  Mulgrave  gave  a  command  night, 
and  it  certainly  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  record  that  all  party  feeling 
was  abandoned,  the  greatest  unanimity  and  good  feeling  prevailing  during 
the  entire  of  the  evening.  On  their  entrance  into  the  state  boxes  they  were 
received  with  tremendous  cheering. 


—  On  Mr  Poulett  Scrope  moving  on  Thursday  night  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  destitute  poor  of 
Ireland,  Ix>rd  Morpeth  expressed  himself  favourable  to  the  introduction 
of  that  measure,  considering  that  it  would  put  the  house  in  possession  of 
many  important  suggestions  connected  with  a  general  system  of  poor 
laws  for  Ireland,  which  must  come  before  the  house  early  next  session.  A 
meeting  on  the  subject  of  the  employment  of  the  destitute  poor  takes 
place  tliis  day  in  tlie  Exchequer  Coffee-house,  Palace  yard ;  and  from  ill 
these  appearances  we  may  consider  the  measure  of  a  poor  law  for  Ireland 
one  of  the  flrst  which  must  occupy  the  legislature  after  the  two  grant 
questions  now  before  it  are  disposed  of. — Cftronicle. 

—  The  shipowners  and  seamen  of  England  will  learn,  no  doubt,  with 
great  pleasure,  that  the  present  ministry,  to  whom  Sir  J.  Graham’s  billi 
relating  to  the  impressment  of  seamen,  was  transferred,  have  struck  out 
all  those  clauses  which  went  to  give  power,  by  legal  enactment,  to  the 
exercise  of  impressment.  The  bill  in  its  present  state  omits  all  this,  and 
consists  only  of  bounties,  rewards,  and  inducements  to  voluntary  eoli^ 
mant,  with  limitation  sarvioa,  and  protection  for  a  certain  time  after* 
wards;  all  which  will  be  hailed  by  our  seamen  as  a  vast  improvement.

The  latter  eipressed 
his  surprise  that  Mr  Haire  should  use  such  language;  adding,  **  Mr 
Haire  is  in  such  a  situation  that  he  can  do  so  with  impunity.** — Chair¬ 
man  ;  **  Mr  Haire  never  seeks  to  shelter  himself.'* — Shortly  after  the 
Court  rose  Mr  Ebenezer  Jacob,  ex- Member  for  Dungarvan,  waited  on 
Mr  Haire  to  demand  an  apology  on  the  i>art  of  Mr  Murphy,  and  was 
referred  to  Mr  Johnson,  of  Rutland  square.  A  meeting  was  then  agreed 
on  by  those  gentlemen,  and  the  parties  met  next  morning  at  four  o’clock, 
near  town,  when  two  shots  were  exchanged  on  each  side  without  efiect.

Mr  Serjeant  Spaakie 
aflerwards  addressed  the  juiy  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  and  contendM  that 
the  picture  was  a  genuine  Claude,  although,  being  one  of  his  earliest  efforts, 
it  was  not,  of  course,  one  of  his  happiest.  A  number  of  witnesses  were  then 
called,  painters  and  others  (two  R.  A.*8  among  them),who  swore  they  thought  the 
picture  Claude's. — The  Lord  Chief  Justicu  observed,  that  aa  there  was  mO 
question  as  to  the  warranty,  it  would  be  for  the  jury  to  say  whether,  in  faei| 
tnis  picture  could  be  considered  as  one  of  ClaudeV  Perhaps  fhis  lordship 
observed)  the  better  way  would  be  to  restore  the  picture  to  the  plaintiff,  as  it 
was  not  at  all  improbable  that  he  might  get  a  goM  price  for  it  from  some  of 
the  witnesses  who  had  eulogized  it  so  much,  and  were  so  satisfied  of  its 
genuineness.  (A  laitfh.)^The  ju^,  after  a  sliort  deliberatioa  in  the  box,  re« 
turned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff.— Damages,  8U/. 

THURSDAY,  JULY  2. 

Shackell  and  Others  v.  Rosier. — This  was  an  action  brought  by 
the  plaintiffs,  the  proprietor  and  tbe  executor  of  a  deceased  proprietor  of  Tkis 
John  Bull  newspaper,  against  the  defendant,  to  recover  compensation  for 
damages  and  costa  which  they  siutained  by  defending  an  action  for  libel  which 
appeal  in  Tke  John  Bull  newspaper  in  1833,  of  which  the  defendant  was  tha 
author.  It  was  proved,  that  when  the  defendant  presented  the  article  in  ques¬ 
tion,  he  said  that  he  would  ipiaran tee  its  fidelity,  and  take  all  the  consequences 
of  publication  upon  himself  and  that,  in  coos^uence,  the  plaintiffs*  aolicitofv 
when  the  action  was  broo)^t,  had  an  interview  with  the  aefendant,  aad  ob* 
tained  from  him  a  guarantee  against  all  the  damages  and  costs  which  might 
fall  upoa  the  plaintiffs,  upon  the  condition  that  the  defendant's  name  wowid 
not  be  given  up. — Mr  Sergeant  Talfourd,  for  the  defendant,  contended  that  the 
plainti^  ought  to  be  nonsuited,  upon  the  ground  that  the  law  did  not  saactioa 
such  an  undertaking.  If  that  point  was  overruled,  he  denied  the  statenMot  m 
the  allegation  that  defendant  represented  the  libel  to  be  true.  They  were, 
therefore,  not  entitled  to  recover.— The  Chief  Justice  summed  up  the  evidence, 
and  said  that  he  would,  in  case  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiffs,  give  the  de¬ 
fendant  liberty  to  move  for  a  nonsuit,  u|)Oii  the  grounds  stated  by  his  counsel.-.- 
Tke  jury  found  a  verdict  for  ilie  plaintifl's  fur  328f.  8s.  lOd.,  subject  to  taxation. 

FRIDAY,  JULY  3. 

Huooins  V.  Reinaole. — This  was  an  action  of  trespass  on  the  case,  for 
pirating  a  print  of  the  battle  fought  by  Admiral  Napier,  off  Cape  St  Vincent, 
on  the  Ath  of  July,  1833,  in  which  the  Portuguese  fleet  was  captured.  The 
print  by  the  plaintiff  was  sketched  from  a  despatch  of  the  Ath  ot  July. — Some 
nautical  men  concerned  in  that  action  were  examined ;  they  could  not  trace 
a  resemblance  in  point  of  fact ;  the  original  was  anything  but  a  correct  repre¬ 
sentation. — Other  witnesses  were  called,  whose  testimony  was  not  snfficiently 
strong  to  sustain  the  action. — The  princifial  difference  between  the  prints, 
was  in  the  representation  of  the  manner  in  which  Admiral  Napier’s  ship,  the 
llainha,  boaraed  the  Rainha  of  Portugal. — The  jury  found  for  the  defendiuit. 


KENSINGTON  PETTY  SESSIONS,  June  30. 

Messrs.  //.  Sihle^y  of  the  Three  Tuns  |  J.  Curtisj  of  the  Goat ;  H.  Brig^ 
of  the  King  of  Prussia  ;  and  A*.  Tumefy  of  the  Marquis  of  Granl^,  all  ia  ffia 
High  street,  Kensington,  were  each  fined  in  the  mitigated  penahy  of  lOs.  and 
costs,  for  sending  out  beer  during  the  hours  of  divine  service,  on  i^nday  week 
last ;  and  Mr  Hugh  Beersy  of  the  King  and  Queen,  in  the  same  afreet,  was 
fined  in  the  sum  of  2As.  for  a  similar  offencei.

LAW. 

PRIVY  COUNCIL. 

Smith  v.  Kelly — Judgment. — The  Lords  of  the  Judicial  Committee 
of  the  Privy  Council  met  at  four  o'clock  on  F riday,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
hulgment  ia  this  important  appeal,  the  decision  on  which  has  been  looked 
forward  to  with  ^cat  interest.  Lord  Brougham  delivered  the  fodgment  of 
their  Lordships.  The  pr>int  turned  on  whether  the  conversion  of  the  parties 
to  tbe  Roman  Catholic  religion  had  or  had  not  been  sincere.  After  several 
observations,  his  Lordship  said  the  Court  could  not  inquire  whether  a  person 
who  professed  himself  to  be  a  convert  to  any  particular  religion  was  sincere, 
or  whether  he  did  it  to  answer  any  particniar  pui^ise.  If  such  an  inquiry  was 
to  take  place,  there  would  be  no  end  to  a  case.  'The  decree  of  their  Lordships 
was,  that  the  jud^ent  of  the  Court  below  be  reversed,  that  tbe  prayer  of  tlie 
app^  be  granted,  and  that  the  marriage  be  declared  valid. 

COURT  OF  KING'8  BENCH,  Tuesday. 

The  Kino  t>.  Oe  Beauvoir.— This  was  an  indictment  charging  tbe 
dffendaDt,Sir  Jolin  de  Beauvoir,  tbe  late  member  for  Windsor,  with  wilful  and 
corrupt  peijory.  The  indictment  waa  preferred  at  tbe  instance  af  some  of  the 
oammittea  ot'  air  John  Elley  at  the  late  election  for  that  boroagh,  and  the  alliwed 
paijury  waa  assigned  ia  Sir  John  de  Beauvoir  swearing  that  he  had  a  qnalmca- 
tkm  of  SAOL  to  enable  him  to  sit  in  parliament  After  the  examination  of 
several  witnesses,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  suinmed  up;  and  the  Jury,  without 
leaving  the  box,  relumed  a  verdict  of  J^ot  Guiltjf.

raoM.  When  she  returned  at  twelve  o’clock  at  night,  her  attention  was 
directed  to  one  of  the  jewellei^  boxes,  which  was  out  of  its  usnal  place,  and 
topon  opening  It  she  saw  that  it  was  empty.  She  immediately  called  for  her 
maid,  and  a  search  was  made,  and  it  was  then  discovered  that  several  boxes  ^ 
jeweHeiy  had  been  conveyed  away,  and  that  others  had  been  ransacked  of  their 
content^  and  that,  in  fact,  the  whole  of  her  Ladyship’s  jewellery,  except  that 
wlttch  she  had  upon  her  person,  was  gone.
